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REMARKy A RGOMENTS 
In response to the Office Action of March 28, 2005, applicant has incorporated the 
substance of rejected Qaim 1 into Claim 2, which was indicated to be aUowable if rewritten in 
independent form. Oainns 2-6, 9-16 and 19^ were indicated to be allowable and they aU 
depend from now aUowable Claim 2. Therefore all of fliese claims are allowable as well. 
Rejected Qaims 7, 8 and 17 have been amended to depend from aUowable Claim 2 and, 
therefore, should be allowed for the same reason. 

Claim 18 was indicated to be rejected in the Office Action, but no detailed statement was 
provided as to the rejection of Qaim 18. Claim 18 depends from aUowable Qaim 2 and, 
therefore, shoidd be allowed as weU. 

hi view of the present amendments, it is respectftiUy submitted that all of presently 
pending Claims 2-54 are allowable, and reconsideration and allowance are respectfully 
requested.
